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STATE MEDICAL EXAMINING BOARDS. 

The bill now before the Legislature creating a single State Board 
of Medical Examiners is obviously intended as a blow to Homeeo 
pathy, although embodying a nominal Homeeopathic representation, 
and should be so regarded by all having the best interests of 
Homeceopathy at heart. The desirability of increasing the standard 
of medical education is made the ostensible motive in pushing this 
reform, but the time has not yet come when this can be accomplished 
in the manner suggested without proving detrimental to our school. 

By all means let there be State Examining Boards, for we are 
sorely in need of the restrictions which this method alone can place 


upon the annual out put of alot of cheap and poorly equipped medi- 


cal colleges. But let these Examining Boards be separate and re- 


presentative of the best and highest interests of the schools which 


create them. 








PANGENESIS. 

The supposed rational explanation of transmitted predisposition 
to disease, and of that particular form of inheritance known as 
“ atavism,”’ or literally “ forefatherism,”’ or heredity that has skipped 
one generation or more, which has been going the rounds of medical 
journals of late, rests upon an ingenious and not altogether unreason- 
able hypothesis. It assumes that every unit or cell of the body 


thrown off gemmules or undeveloped atoms, which are transmitted 
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to the offspring of both sexes, and are multiplied by seif-division. 
They may remain undeveloped during the early years of life, or 
during successive generations, and their development, ultimately, 
into units or cells like those from which they are derived, is held to 
depend upon their union with other units or cells for which they 
have a physiological affinity. 

After all has been said that can be, the conviction will still stand 
that this hypothesis in all probability will ever remain an hypothesis. 
The numerous uses, however, which have and are still being made 
of it to account for the pet theories of many, relative to the causa- 
tion of different forms of disease, have so distorted the original con- 
ception of the idea that its further claims for scientific acceptance 


have been called in question. 





TREATMENT OF CHLOROSIS BY SUPPRESSING MEN. 
STRUATION. 

The continued favor which is being accorded Dr. Loewenthal’s 
method of treating chlorosis by means of hot-water injections of the 
temperature of at least 49° C, with complete rest in bed, and the 
fact that no grave consequences have been noted as yet, speaks well 
for the procedure in view of the intractable nature of the malady 
which it is calculated to alleviate. The result of the systematic use 
of these injections is to suppress the menstrual function for a time. 
In some very rare cases iced water was employed preferably to hot 
water. Out of twenty-three cases reported by Dr. Loewenthal in the 
Rev. Obstet. et Gynecol. as having been treated in this manner, 
eighteen were for pure chlorosis, two for grave hysteria, and three 
for convalescence from exhausting maladies. In all these cases the 
convalescence was materially shortened. One of the hysterical 
patients received a marked advantage, and all the chlorotics were 
cured with surprising rapidity, and without, as he states, ulterior 


medication, after from three to five menstrual suppressions. 
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SANITARY REFORMS IN EARTH BURIAL. 


One of the sanitary reforms of the future that will have to be in- 
sisted upon, among those not converts to cremation or other means 
of disposing of the dead than by earth burial, will be the interment 
at a far greater depth than is now practiced. The selection of soil 
suitable for such purposes must also receive more attention. 

From the report recently submitted by a commission consisting of 
representatives from several scientific societies of Great Britain, we 
glean these points: One hundred. and sixty-six grave-yards were 
inspected. Of this number forty-eight were found to be located in 
a soil wholly unfit for burial purposes ; twenty-eight, except during 
the rainy season, were considered detrimental to the health of those 
living in the immediate neighborhood, and sixteen are reported on a 
level with and adjacent to bodies of water which communicate with 
thickly settled communities. This latter group is made up entirely 
of parish cemeteries which are regarded by the commission as ex- 
erting marked influences upon the mortality of the districts in which 
they are located. 

The opinion of the commission is that earth burial should not be 
allowed except at a depth of from thirty to fifty feet and then only 
ina dry soil; that proximity to a body of water greatly increases 
the possible dangers of earth burial ; and that individuals dying of 


contagious diseases should under no circumstances be disposed of 
by interment. 


NEW REMEDIES. 


(Abstract of a paper read before the Fortnightly Club, Buffalo, by Dr.F. Park Lewis.) 





One of the remedies to which attention has recently been called, 
chiefly by the eclectic practitioners, is the 


SALIX NIGER, 


which is made from the black or “ pussy willow.” It has in an in- 
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definite way, for years, been considered an anaphrodisiac, and, indeed, 
was said in the old folk-lore to modifiy the sexual instinct. It has 
been recommended for incipient ovarian disease, and a writer in the 





London Lancet has found ita “sexual sedative of decided value, 
useful in ovarian hyperethesia, prostatorrhcea, spermatorrhea, 
seminal emissions, and enforced continence.” Dr. E. M. Hale con- 
siders the salix to be an analogue of the bromides, but without the 
depressing effects of the latter. 








He reports several cases of ovarian 
dysmenorrhcea accompanied by erotic erethisms, which were rapidly 
cured by the fluid extract of salix in doses of five to twenty drops. 
Dr. S. M. Brayton of this city has found it of great value in his prac- 
tice, in cases of seminal weakness among young men.

is reported to be one of the most valuable and yet least known of 
American indigenous remedies. 







There are few remedies which pos- 
sess a wider range of usefulness, and which are so devoid of harmfu! 
properties. In all forms of hemorrhage, whether internal or external, 
it is of value. Hemoptysis can usually be promptly arrested by 


drachm doses of the fluid extract given hourly until the attack 
subsides. 
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In hematemesis, in hemorrhage from the kidneys, and from the 
intestinal canal, the result seems to be equally valuable. In epistaxis 
and hemorrkage following the extraction of a tooth the drug may be 
used locally. In menorrhagia it may be used both internally and as 
vaginal injection. 

Geranium is also of value in purpura, scurvy, hemitidrosis, and the 
hemorrhagic diathesis. 

In phthisis, this drug is said to restrain the diarrhoea, prevent 
hemorrhage, moderate fever and night sweats, lessen the cough, and 
promote the appetite. 

The pain and irritation attendant upon fissure of the anus can be 
removed at once by touching the fissure with the undiluted extract, 
and permanent cure effected by continuing the application two or 
three times daily for a few days. Prolapsus ani will usually yield 
rapidly and not recur, if the pure fluid extract be brushed over 
the protruding mucous membrane daily, and a 25 per cent. 
solution be injected into the rectum every second day. Ulceration 
of the rectum and anus may be rapidly arrested by the same means. 
The repeated application of the fluid extract will relieve the irri- 
tation and lessen the sign of hemorrhoidal tumors, and not 
unfrequently occasion them to shrivel up and disappear. The undil- 
uted extract is without a superior in the treatment of fissured nipples. 
It relieves the pains at once, and forms a protective covering over 
the painful cracks, beneath which the healing process continues 
undisturbed. 

Unlike lead, and the other commonly employed agents, it is harm- 
less to the infant and need not be washed off before nursing. 

Geranium is an excellent remedy in various forms of disease of 


the skin characterized by excessive secretion. In hyperidrosis and 


bromidrosis no more effective plan of treatment can be suggested 
than bathing the affected parts three or four times a day with a 30 
to 40 per cent. solution of the fluid extract. 
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Geranium will check venous or capillary oozing, restrain the bleed- 
ing of lacerated wounds, and arrest the hemorrhage following various 
operations more effectually than Monsel’s solution, alum, or any of 
the agents employed. A small piece of cotton should be soaked in 
the fluid extract and held firmly against the wounded or bleeding 


surface for a few minutes. A piece of sticking-plaster or ordinary 


bandage may then be applied. When this method is adopted 
stitches need not be inserted unless the wound is deep and the 
edges gaping. 

Sloughing and unhealthy sores rapidly assume a healthy appear- 
ance when continually bathed with geranium. 

Puritus ani and vulve are due, more frequently than is supposed, 
to minute fissures of the skin of those regions, or to a relaxed and 
cedematous condition of the mucous membrane, and ‘consequently 
can often be promptly relieved by the application of a strong solu- 
tion of geranium. 

Finally, the fluid extract of geranium, owing to the large percent- 
age of tannic acid which it contains, is a convenient and effective 
antidote in cases of poisoning by iodine, mercury, silver, copper, 
antimony, digitalis, gelsemium, conium, tobacco, veratrum viride 
and aconite. 

The sources from which these reports have been taken have been 
mostly allopathic, and the chief value of the lost remedy, the geran- 
ium, would seem to be in its astringent action. When given inter- 
nally, therefore, we must accept with caution there markable results 
attributed to its use. 

It is a pity that a drug having so wide a range of action should 
not have been proven, so that its prescription might be made upon 
an intelligent basis, instead of leaving it entirely empirical. 

Some one has said that it is never wise to read a book until it is 
at least a year old. It might be well if the same conservative policy 
were applied to drugs. In any event they must be given carefully, 
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The doses recommended are very large, and it is quite probable 
that even better results might be obtained by giving the drugs in 


smaller quantities. 
GLYCERITE OF KEPHALINE 


js an exceptionally valuable remedy where there is lack of nervous 
tone with loss of the phosphates, passive congestion at the base of 
the brain, even approaching softening of the brain. 

Indeed, in this condition the drug is without a parallel; but the 
dose recommended, ten to fifteen drops, is entirely too large. If 
the same amount be put in half a glass of water and given in tea- 
spoonful doses, the effect is far better. 

An aggravation of symptoms very often follows the administration 
of alarger dose. Asa general rule, it is far wiser to begin with the 


smaller dose, and increase it if necessary, than to reverse the process. 


A PECULIAR CASE OF SUB-MUCOUS FIBROID.

About three months ago a young girl, came to my office in a very 
anxious mood, complaining that she had not been unwell for two 


months—indeed, it seemed she had some cause for anxiety, for the 


elicited symptoms were nausea, a sensation of weight in the pelvis, 
and a frequency of urination. 


A hint as to the possible cause of her difficulties brought forth a 
stout denial, in which she seemed so earnest and honest I was fain to 
believe her in spite of the seeming strong evidence. Relying upon 
the developments of time to aid in the diagnosis, I dismissed her with 
a little medicine and an injunction to report soon. In a week she 
returned, sadder than ever that the long looked-for flow had not ap- 
peared. Some direct interrogation obliged me to still regard the girl 


honest, and believe the symptoms were not due to pregnancy. She 
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then gave her consent to a digital examination. I found the cervix 
considerably obliterated, the body of the uterus enlarged uniformly, 
and the os dilated to admit the index-finger. There was nothing 
protruding from the os, indeed nothing seemed to counter-indicate 
a natural pregnancy of about four months. At her next visit (hav- 
ing become convinced of her truthfulness), I passed the sound cau- 
tiously into the cervical canal. It passed easily, deviating to one 
side on reaching the uterine cavity, passing onward to the fundus, 
showed an elongation of the organ, and on one side came in contact 
with a hard resisting body which could be partially outlined with 
the sound. Having ruled out pregnancy, the first thought which 
came was, is it a polypus? Certainly not a mucous polypus, as they 
seldom if ever reach such size, do not cause the uterus to enlarge, 
or dilate the cervix. It might have been an interstitial fibroid some 
time ago, but had now pushed so far into the uterine cavity as to have 
passed that stage. As to its being pediculated was difficult to de- 
termine, but it seemed firmly attached on one side. There were 
some symptoms pointing to a myxomatous growth, the rapid pro- 
gress, its situation, and the uniform enlargement of the uterus ; but 
it did not have that soft, pulpy sensation that a myxoma does ; there 
were no particular signs of a carcinomatous growth. Sub-mucous 
fibroid seemed to answer the abnormality. One can but note, how- 
ever, that our authorities seem to differ as to the exact nature of a 
sub-mucous fibroid. Gusserow limits the term sud-mucous to the 
pediculated sub-mucous. Unless so, he regards them still interstitial. 
Hart says they are to be called fibrous polypi when they thus hang 
free ; he also says all uterine fibroids are interstitial at first, and later 
may become either sub-peritoneal or sub-mucous, I am convinced 
from the history of a number of cases and the observation of others, 
that the difference between a sub-mucous fibroid with a broad base 
attachment and a pediculated fibrous polypus is only one of degree. 
That they are the same histologically, that originally both were in- 
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terstitial fibroids, and that gradually they were forced inward through 
the muscular walls of the uterus, so that the broad base sub-mucous 
fibroid lies lies just beneath the mucous membrane, but still attached 
toone side. Later on its attachment will gradually atrophy, and 
soon it is held to the uterus only by a pedicle more or less strong, 
and now it is called a pediculated fibrous polypus, but is the same 
interstitial fibroid, advanced in development. 

But to return to the patient. Assuming that were it a broad base 
sub-mucous, its base would gradually be reduced toa pedicle. I 
therefore determined to hasten the process, by inducing contractions 
of the uterus under electricity, also to destroy if possible the attach- 
ments of the pedicle by the electrolytic action of the negative pole. 
I placed a cup-shaped negative electrode over the os, and a large 
flat plate over the abdomen, and gave herthirty milliamperes. This 
was repeated every four or five days for four weeks, giving at some 
sittings fifty milliamperes. Occasionally the faradic current was used 
to induce contraction, and at the last three treatments the intra-uter- 
ine electrode was used, passing the same within the uterine cavity 
against the growth. The patient began having severe pains twenty- 
four hours after, continuing quite severely with considerabie regu- 
larity for thirty-six hours. At that time I was called, found the os 
dilated to admit three fingers, and a hard substance protruding. I 


placed the patient on her side, introduced Hunter’s speculum, di- 


lated the cervix, grasped the tumor with a volsellum, and gradually 


extracted it. There seemed to be no pedicle. 

It proved to be a sub-mucous fibroid about as large as a goud- 
sized orange. The patient recovered rapidly, and is now quite well. 
In considering the case I am induced to believe that the galvano- 
faradic current aided much in separating the tumor from its attach- 
ments and expelling it from the uterus, and I see no reason why 
such treatment is not applicable to these growths. I find no men- 


tion, however, of electricity being used just in that manner. 
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PROGRESS OF BACTERIOLOGY DURING 1888. 





By G. W. Lewis, M.D., BuFFAto. 


(Abstract of paper read before the Fortnightly Medical Club.) 


The year 1888 has not been prolific in bacteriological research, 
Every previous year since 1878 has given some discovery which was 
marked, but in 1888 nothing of great importance has been done. 

Cancer has received a good deal of attention, and its pathognomic 
organism is supposed to have been found. Rheumatism has made 
some progress. Malaria has made no headway since 1886. Rheu- 
matism has received more impetus during the last three or four 
months. The disease is caused by the lactic acid diathesis, and is pro- 
duced by an organism which will produce this acid outside of the 
body. Ofall the discoveries made during 1888 this stands on the 
firmest basis. 

Syphilis stands just where it did in 188s. 

Yellow fever has given no results. The science is not at a stand- 
still, for although nothing new has been discovered, yet many oli 
things have been confirmed. 

Diphtheria is no doubt of bacteriological origin. Its germ isa 
coccus and hence difficult to cultivate. It is not easily inoculab «. 
Cocci when inoculated do not give the results that bacilli do. 

An Attica man has done some very good work on syphilis, and 
claims to have produced it in rabbits. 

There is a class of animals which has been taken as a basis of 
experiment and others have been left out. Domestic animals are not 
so susceptible as wild ones to inoculation, and this fact is a great 
blow to the science. Birds too are exempt from these diseases. 


Therapeutically we are just where we before the days of 
bacteriology. 


There is no doubt that antiseptics are rapidly losing ground. The

gulf between antiseptics and germicidism is widening. Antisepti- 
cism is not worthy of being called a science. 

I kept forty rabbits under observation under different conditions 
of diet, air, exercise, amount of hair to protect body, space allowed 
for exercise, etc., and studied the susceptibility when a contagium 
was presented. The rabbit who is allowed to keep up its natural 
habits contrasted strongly with one who had close quarters, change 
in diet, etc. 

There is no relation between pleuro-pneumonia of cattle and 
pneumonia of man. You might feed a man on the expectoration of 
cattle ill with this disease, and it would have no effect. 


TREATMENT OF HYDROCELE. 





By G. F. Lypston, M.D., 


There are many measures which have been resorted to for 
the radical cure of hydrocele, but there are only two of them 
which are of any practical importance, as they are undoubtedly 
the best means of treatment. These are the treatment by tap- 
ping and injection, and that by antiseptic incision. Galvano- 
puncture or electrolysis have not been given a fair trial, and 
may possibly at some future time be demonstrated to be a reli- 
able method of treatment. All simple, translucent hydroceles are 
amenable to cure by injection, but this treatment is not applicable to 
cases in which the fluid is sero-purulent or sero sanguinolent, for in 
such cases adhesion fails to take place, and treatment by antiseptic 
excision or incision of the sac becomes necessary. When pronounced 
organic disease of the testicle is present, injection should be prac- 
ticed very cautiously, if at all, as it is apt to give rise to the most un- 
toward results. 


The fluids which have been used in injecting the sac are various, 
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and among them may be mentioned iodine, port wine, solutions of 
alum, sulphate of zinc, lime-water, carbolic acid, and many other 
substances. Of these, the tincture of iodine has been most generally 
used, although carbolic acid has recently been demonstrated to be 
by far the best, it having the great advantage of comparative pain- 
lessness, this being due to its anesthetic properties. It is, of all the 
substances for injection, the one to which I give the preference. If 


a mild injection be required, the compound tincture of iodine diluted 


with water may be used, but, if it is necessary to use a strong injec- 


tion of iodine, the pure compound or ordinary tincture is required. 
It is often well to precede the injection method by palliative tapping 
and pressure to diminish the extent of the absorbing surface prior to 
the more radical operation, and to determine whether the tapping 
alone is likely to effect a permanent cure, and thus render injection 
unnecessary. Having evacuated the fluid in this case, we will pro- 
ceed to inject the sac with a 50 per cent. solution of carbolic acid. 
Before doing so, however, we will carefully examine the testicle, 
which is now accessible to the touch. As there is no more serious 
condition present than a slight hardening and thickening of the epi- 
didymis, we are warranted in proceeding with the operation. As to 
the amount of fluid to be injected, it should correspond to about 
one-half the fluid withdrawn. This quantity of the carbolic acid 
solution we now inject through the canula ; we then stop the outer 
opening of the canula and manipulate the sac so as to bring the fluid 
in contact with every portion of its surface ; after allowing the fluid 
to remain in the sac for two or three minutes, we will permit it 
to escape, 

In performing this operation, you must always be very careful to 
have the canula well within the cavity of the hydrocele before throw- 
ing in the injection fluid, for if the injection should enter the cellu- 
lar tissue of the scrotum serious sloughing may ensue. We will 


instruct this patient to wear a suspensory bandage, and when reac- 
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tion comes on, if pain is excessive, to rest in bed. This he will 
probably be compelled to do at the end of twenty-four to thirty-six 
hours, if the operation be successful. Where the reaction is exces- 
sive, it is sometimes necessary to apply hot poultices and to give 
morphia for a few days. If the reaction be insufficient, manipula- 
tion of the testicle with the hands may succeed in producing a suffi- 
cient amount of inflammation to effect a cure. The cure is usually 
complete at the end of from three to six weeks, a second operation 
being very rarely necessary. If, however, the inflammatory effusion 
consequent upon the injection be very great, it may be drawn off 
with an inspirator or trocar. 

The operation of incision is a very excellent one in some cases, 
and I have performed it on a number of occasions with the best re- 
sults. It should always be resorted to when there is any doubt in 
the matter of diagnosis, when injection fails, when the walls of the 
sac are thick from calcareous deposits, when the hydrocele is com- 
plicated by hematocele, and when the contents of the sac are sero- 


purulent. Should severe inflammation result as a consequence of 


the injection method, the open method by antiseptic incision may 


become necessary, it being invariably indicated if suppuration oc- 
curs. In performing this operation, the sac is to be freely incised 
from top to bottom, and, if the walls are thickened or calcareous, 
they should be dissected out, after which the full antiseptic dressing 
of Lister, or some of its modifications, should be applied, the cavity 
being packed with carbolized lint, thus compelling it to granulate 
from the bottom. The dressings should be removed about the fifth 
day, after which simple cleanliness and the application of general 
surgical principles are all that is necessary during the process of 
granulasion and cicatrization. 

Dr. Weir, of New York City, has recently recommended a mod- 
ification of the ordinary operation of tapping for simple hydrocele, 
which seems to possess considerable merit. It consists in tapping 
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the sac with a large trocar and canula, after which the sac is washed 
out with carbolic acid, 1-15; a drainage-tube is now inserted 
through the canula, the latter being then removed, leaving the tube 
in situ. Full antiseptic dressings are next applied, and ihe parts 
allowed to remain undisturbed for from five to six days, when the 
dressing is reapplied. At the end of nine or ten days the drainage- 
tube is removed, and it will be found that a cure has been effected 
in the majority of cases. 

A modification of the antiseptic incision is also advocated by Volk. 
mann, After the cavity has been irrigated with a 3 percent. solution 
of carbolic acid, fifteen to twenty sutures are placed in the cutane- 
ous and serous edges of the incision, thus uniting the tunica vaginalis 
to the skin. Some gaping of the wound is allowed with a certain 


amount of exposure to the testes. Antiseptic dressings are applied 


and the cavity allowed to granulate.—Med. Register. 
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Mechanical Treatment of Tabes Dorsalis.—A singular method of 
treating locomotor ataxy has, during the last three months, been 
tried at the Saltpétriére, and the results have been so satisfactory 
that M. Charcot recently devoted one of his lectures, (Progress Med- 
ical, Jan. 19) to the subject, demonstrating the cases so dealt with. 
The practice is not absolutely novel, since in 1883 it was brought 
forward by Motchoukowsky of Odessa, who claimed that twelve ta- 
betics had been greatly benefited by it, and also that the plan was 
of use in cases of sexual impotency apart from tabes. Last year M. 
Raymond, when on a visit to Russia, heard of the practice, and in- 
troduced it to M. Charcot’s notice, and, as above said, it has been 
adopted in M. Charcot’s wards during the last three months, the 
“chef de clinique,” M. Gilles de la Tourette, superintending it. It 
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simply consists in suspending the patient by means of Sayre’s “ jury- 
mast” for a period beginning with a duration of half a minute and 
progressively increasing up to three or at the most four minutes, an 
interval of two days occurring between each suspension. In order to 
exert greater traction on the spinal column, it is well to raise the 
arms every fifteen or twenty seconds. Eighteen tabetics have thus 
been treated, embracing about four hundred “ suspensions.”” Exclud- 
ing four who were not suspended more than three times, the im- 
provement was marked in fourteen, and eight of these most remark- 
ably. They were all confirmed cases, and had mostly been treated 


by cauterization along the spine. Almost from the commencement 


of the suspension treatment the patients would improve in walking— 


an improvement at first temporary, but after eight or ten suspensions 
becoming continuous. They could then stand more easily, and walk 
without assistance. After twenty or thirty suspensions Romberg’s 
symptoms disappeared. There was also relief from vesical troubles, 
when these existed ; diminution and even disappearance of light- 
ning pains; return of sexual desire and capacity. Anzesthetic and 
other sensory disturbances also disappeared, and the general condi- 
tion of the patient improved, sleep being better, etc. One case had 
areturn of lightning pains whilst being treated, but subsequently 
again underwent improvement, which in all the rest was uninter- 
rupted. In no case did the knee-jerk return, or the pupil reaction 
become normal. The method has also been applied to a few non- 
tabetic cases, as Friedreich’s disease, neurasthenia, and disseminated 
sclerosis ; but, as M. Charcot observes, the method is still in the ex- 
perimental stage. So far the results in tabes are encouraging, whilst 
the simplicity and harmiessness of the method are additional recom- 


mendations for its further trial—Zancet, Jan. 26, 1889. 





Bacteriology of the Finger Nails.—The Paris correspondent of the 
American Lancet describes as follows the experiments made by 
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M.M. Roux and Reynes, after the method recommended by M. Fur- 
binger, of Berlin, for disinfecting the sub-ungual portions of the fin- 
gers, with alcohol at 80° C. They first proceeded as follows: after 
thoroughly washing and brushing their hands and nails with hot soaP 
and water, and then with carbolic acid one per cent., they scraped 
the sub-unguial portions with a short, rough, thin wire, previously 
sterilized. The wire was then placed in gelatin or in agar-agar, 


Forty-eight hours afterward the media became liquified, owing to 
the numerous colonies they contained ; and this experiment was re- 
peated twelve times with similar results. The authors then scraped 
their nails by a mechanical dry process, and after washing and brushing 
their hands in hot soap and water, they washed and brushed them in 
alcohol at 80°. After the alcohol had evaporated they again washed 
and brushed their hands in an antiseptic solution. Out of forty ex- 
perimental essays aseptic results were obtained thirty-three times. 
Out of eight clinical essays these results were obtained four times. 
The authors consider that although M. Furbinger’s method is not 
as infallible as he pretends, it is at least superior to the method ordi- 
narily employed, and may be employed with advantage in abdo- 
minal surgery and gynecology. 








Diphtheria—Hoyer (Memorabilien, 1888, 129) defines his views 
on the nature of diphtheria, and describes his method of treating it. 
Considering it to be a disease produced by a micro-organism invad- 
ing a tonsil whose epithelium is lost, he devotes his attention to the 
preventing of this invasion, or to the destruction of the bacteria 
which have already attacked the tonsil. For this purpose he paints 
the tonsil with a solution of thirty parts of gallic acid, sixty parts of 
distilled water, and ten parts of glycerine. A brush of fine bristles 
is employed, and considerable pressure excercised against the diph- 
theretic membrane. He carries out this procedure three times in 


succession, repeats it every six or eight hours, and continues the 
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treatment until the diphtheretic membrane has disappeared. He 
prescribes also a gargle of one part of chlorine water, and three parts 
of the distilled water, to be used several times between the applica- 
tions to the throat. The same mixture is to be injected into the 
nose in case of malignant diphtheria. Persons who are in atten- 
dance upon patients with the disease should also use a gargle of the 
same nature. The author declares that he can not say sufficient in 
praise of gallic acid for the purpose indicated. It renders the 
putrefactive bacteria innocuous, hinders their growth and increase by 
its astringent action on the tonsils, protects against their absorption, 
and by the same action loosens the deposition upon them. It is 


also entirely uninjurious to the patients—Am. Jour, Med. Sc.— 
Albany Med. Annals. 








Peroxide of Hydrogen.—I desire to call the attention of the readers 
to the above remedy, as one of the most valuable in the materia 
medica. During the past two years I have used peroxide of hydro- 
gen quite extensively, chiefly as a cleaning agent, but find it pos- 
sesses marked antiseptic and also sedative properties. 

When applied locally it does not injure healthy structure, but will 


. . 
destroy pus as readily as fire consumes paper ; hence we have here 


a remedy of much value as a cleansing agent when apelied to pus- 
discharging surfaces. In chronic otorrhcea with an offensive dis- 
charge of pus frorn the ear, peroxide of hydrogen dropped into the 
ear cleanses it and gives marked relief, and oftentimes there is im- 
provement in a short time in cases that have previously been very 
stubborn. It may also be used in purulent conjunctivitis, purulent 
ophthalmia and ophthalmia neonatorum. In the treatment of diph- 
theria I know of no one remedy that yields as good results as perox- 
ide of hydrogen used in an atomizer. Itaffords relief to patient and 
has a decided antiseptic action. Injected from a syringe into ab- 
scesses, carbuncles, etc., it will find a ready champion in every one 


who will give it a trial. It cleanses the parts, acts as an antiseptic, 
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and promotes healthy granulations.—P. McHenry, M.D., in Zc/ect. 
Med. Journal. 












Mental Affections and Aural Disease.—The 





Lancet says that

sufferers from noises in the ears are sometimes greatly distressed 
by the tinnitus, and cases of suicide have been ascribed to sheer 
desperation resulting from an inability to get relief from the ever- 


lasting noise. Méniére’s disease and some cases of epilepsy are 












attributed to disease in the ear setting up changes in the central 
nervous system. The question is still unanswered whether actual 
mental disease, mania or melancholy, may not be produced by aural 
disease, apart from any annoyance due to tinnitus or deafness. 
Coarse diseases, such as attorrhoea, suppuration in the mastoid cells, 
perforations of the drum, polypi, waxy concretions, and foreign 
bodies are easy of recognition, and can be appropriately treated 
generally by simple surgical methods. But nervous affections due to 
nervous irradiation from the obscure aural mischief are not always 


sO open to treatment, because the changes in the ear are more subtle, 







but none the less real. Sometimes an obstruction of the Eustachian 
tube may be the chief cause of tinnitus, owing to unpoised atmos- 
pheric pressure leading to excitation of the labyrinth and acoustic 
nerve by actual compression. M. Boucheron believes that, besides 
vertigo, epilepsy, and other nerve trouble, mental disease may be 
originated and simple inflation of the middle ear has been followed 
by a cure.”—Med. Herald.

Antifebrin is a good analgesic when pain is severe, but as an anti- 
pyretic get better results from acon., bry., rhus., etc.—Dr. MARTIN. 

One often finds torpidity of the liver in chronic rheumatic cases, 
and here merc. sol. relieves it wonderfully. The new treatment by 
cascara sagrada may produce results by acting on the liver. When 
this organ does not functionate normally, effete matter accumulates 
in the blood, and rheumatism results.—Dr. MosELEY. 

Ledum pal. is a good remedy for chronic rheumatism, and in en- 
larged joints massage is very efficacious. This will be appreciated by 
ladies with enlarged finger-joints.—Dr. WiLcox. 

Rheumatism often follows scarlatina, but is usually temporary. 
Bryon. is the remedy most frequently indicated.—Dr. Hussey. 

If, as we are taught, free lactic acid in the blood is the exciting 
cause of rheumatism, then by diminishing those articles of food whose 
partial oxidation produces this acid, its formation may be lessened. 
Hence from the dietary of the rheumatic we cut out sugars and 
starches, and find that the practical results bear out the theory. Also 
by increasing the amount of fresh air inspired we can attain more 
complete oxidation, and the blood is freed from the products of 
sub-oxidation.— ED.

(Reports of Cases in the Buffalo Homeeop. Hosp.) 


Patrick Boyle was an unfortunate upon whose foot a heavy piece 
of sheet-iron fell. The member was nearly severed from the body. 
The sheet cut through the second and third metatarsal bones at 
their middle thirds, severing the fascia beneath to quite an extent. 
It completely disarticulated the metacarpo-phalangeal joint of the 
great toe, and severed the branches of the dorsalis pedis artery. He 
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came under Dr. Wilcox's care. An attempt to save the foot 
resulted successfully. The wound was thoroughly cleaned with a 
bichloride solution, fragments of bone and other tissue removed, 
The external wound was stitched closely with catgut, allowing drain- 
age at the lower angle, absorbent dressings applied, and the whole 
foot from above the ankle encased in a plaster-of-Paris cast. For 
seventeen days he was kept in bed, light diet, bowels free, frequent 
bathing, arsenicum 3x internally. 
and good pulse throughout. 


There was normal temperature 
When cast was removed it revealed 
the external wound healed by primary union; no pus whatever, 
Good union of fractured bones and severed joint. Another cast 
was applied to guard against possible injury, and patient allowed to 
go home. Second cast was removed at end of a week, and patient 
discharged with a sound foot. 

A slight injury, such as a cut from a dull knife, a piece of glass 
or tin, or a prick from a needle or thorn, to the palm of the hand 
will frequently result in an extensive inflammation of an erysipe- 
lative character, resulting sooner or later, unless very carefully 
treated, in destruction of ligaments, tendons, and bones. This con- 
dition is what requires us to so frequently amputate or excise 
portion of the hand for caries. It behoves the physician to be ex- 
ceedingly careful in first dressing such seemingly slight injuries, to 
thoroughly disinfect the wound from all poison which may have 
found entrance, and afterward to watch closely for any signs of 


deep-seated inflammation that he may see about it. 

John F— came to the hospital six weeks ago; was placed in the 
care of Dr. Curtis. He had cut the palm of his hand near the 
first metacarpo-phalangeal joint, two years ago, with a piece of 
rusty tin. He paid no particular attention to it, and although long 
in healing he was able to use it. Later it began to inflame, and 
when admitted to the hospital there were a number of diffuse 


abscesses in the palm of the hand. These were freely opened, irri-

gated, and drainage established. Poultices applied to aid in the 
discharge of pus and reduce the inflammation in the cellular tissue. 

It has taken a number of weeks to stop the suppurative process 
and inaugurate that of repair; but it has been accomplished and 
that, too, without the destruction of bone or joint tissue. Silicia 6x 
was given internally. It seems a wise rule to follow in these cases, 
when there appears the first sign of suppuration, even though not 
marked, to incise freely down to the bone, irrigate with an antiseptic 
solution, and maintain free drainage. Poulticing should be em- 
ployed only long enough to overcome the acute inflammation ; to 
use it beyond that point is to aid in suppuration and consequent 
destruction of tissue. 

Herbert M— came into the hospital with the symptoms of 
typhoid fever as well developed as we generally find after but 
three days’ illness. When admitted the temperature was 104.5°, 
pulse 137; intense delirium; pain in right iliac region, tongue thick 
and dark coating, involuntary discharge of feces. He was put ina 
cold pack enveloping the upper half of the body, remaining in that 
for two hours—bryonia 1x given internally. Improvement began 
immediately after removing from pack. At the end of five days 
temperature was 9812°, no delirium, no involuntary discharge, and 
clean tongue. He was discharged cured in two weeks from the date 
of his admission. ‘This seems like an abortion of a genuine typhoid 
fever. 

In the service of Dr. Beals is a case of morbus cordis which is of 
some interest. 

The man had always been in good health, never having had 
theumatism, scarlet fever, or other inflammatory disease, until three 


years ago he met with an accident in which he lost both his arms. 


There was some difficulty in healing of one stump, with a good deal 


of suppuration and fever. 


Soon after this his heart, which had never before troubled him, 
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gave him some annoyance. He had pains through the cardiac 


region and dyspnoea on exertion. These symptoms grew worse, 
and at various times since he has received treatment for them. 

When admitted a few days ago he presented the following symp. 
toms: face cyanosed, considerable ascites and anasarca, great 
dyspnoea, amounting at times to orthopnoea; apex beat weak, of 
maximum intensity in the fourth interspace nipple line, scarcely 
perceptible and diffused; triangular area of dullness extending 
from the right of the ensiform cartilage to the nipple line and up as 
far as the upper border of the fourth rib. At the junction of third 
right cartilage with the sternum a slight friction is heard. A short 
but distinct murmur takes the place of the first sound over the 
apex, the second sound being quite faint and indistinct. Over the 
other valvular orifices there were no murmurs. 

The diagnosis of course was mitral incompetency with dilatation 
complicated with pericardial effusion. 

An interesting question is the cause of the trouble. Was it the 


result of some septicemic condition following the amputation, or 
what was it ?

Cauloph.—Rheumatism of the carpal joints. Flying, drawing pains 
and stiffness of the fingers. 

Jalapa.—Diarrhea of children, with that peculiar mental deprav- 
ity which compels them to cry all night, though quiet and happy 
during the day. 

Clematis.—Epididymitis complicating hydrocele, after withdrawal 
of the fluid. 

Equisetum.—tirritable bladder, strangury, constant urging not 
relieved by micturition. 

Anacardium.—Mania with excessive profanity. Complete loss of 
memory. 


Hyoscyamus asa Hypnotic.—C. A. West, M.D., in Chicago Med. 
Times.—I know of no agent so valuable as a hypnotic asthis remedy 


in small doses. I have used it for ten years, and have tried about 


all of the recommended sleep producers. I give one-third of a drop 


of the fluid extract, every twenty minutes, to a three-months-old baby, 
and in an hour or two it will be sleeping quietly. The remedy may 
be combined with gelsemium in nerve irritation, muscular twitchings, 
and restlessness; or with potassium bromide at the teething time, 
when the gums are irritable or the stomach inclined to be sour ; or 
with the mother tincture of chamomile, if the stools are green or 
there is frequent griping pain waking the baby from its broken sleep 


or with minute doses of aconite if the temperature and pulse indicate, 
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or in extreme cases, if threatened with convulsions, with chloral 
hydrate.

To Blister the Skin Quickly.—Med. Record suggests the following 
plan: Into a watch glass, pill box, or any similar small receptacle, 
pour ten drops of concentrated water of ammonia (aqua ammoniz 
fortior) ; cover the liquid with a bit of linen or a little cotton-wool, 
and at once apply the cup upon the skin where the blister is required. 


Press so that the vapor is confined to the inside of the vessel. A 



































‘red circle will directly be observed outside, when it will be certain 
vesication has taken place. 








Half a minute or so is all the time re- 








quired to obtain the result. The blister may be dressed in the usual 


manner of dealing with a blister from cantharides. Acetic acid, 
concentrated, applied to the skin will also in a few minutes produce 
vesication. 




















In such cases evaporation should be prevented by some 








suitable covering. Bibulous paper lightly wetted with a little of the 








ethereal extract of cantharides, instantly applied to the skin and 
covered with a piece of adhesive plaster, will answer for the same 
purpose. 




















Painless Destruction of Nevi.—A. B., aged two, suffering from 

nevus the size of a shilling, was treated in the following manner for 

' its removal: Having first painted the healthy skin around the cir- 
-cumference of the nzvus, for about half an inch, with a coating of 
collodion flexile, a thick layer of a 4 per cent. solution of cor-

twelfth day, when the collodion was removed, the nevus had entirely 
































rosive sublimate in collodion was applied over the nevus. 
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disappeared, and nothing remained but a small scab.— British Med. 
Journal. 


Cardiac Remedies.—Prof. Eichhorst gives the results of his obser- 
vations: 

Digitalis and strophantus both contract the heart in the same 
manner, but digitalis acts more rapidly and with more certainty, but 
strophantus is superior where a long-continued action is required, 
inasmuch as it does not develope cumulative effects. Strophantus, 
in doses of five to ten drops, almost doubles the daily quantity of 
urine voided, its action lasting long after the drug has been dis- 
continued. 


Spartein Sulphate has a weak action on the heart and no action on 
the renal functions. 


Caffein has still less action on the heart, but is an excellent 
diuretic. 

Adonis and Convalaria are unreliable in their effects upon the heart 
and kidneys, and often cause nausea and vomiting.—WV. Y. Med. 
Times.—Cal. Homeop. 


Naphthalin in Cough.—I have found it of much service in the 
bronchitis of old people, characterized by the markedly spasmodic 
nature of the cough, which is mostly attended by rattling in the upper 
bronchial tubes, with difficult or absent expectoration. Perhaps 
Imay best express my meaning by saying that it occupies an inter- 
mediate position between the tightness of phosphorus and the loose 
tattling of tartar emetic and ipecacuanha. In some cases there is an 
alternation of tightness and looseness; but still the drug is equally 
potent. You will sometimes, I might say often, find this character- 
istic cough associated with an old fibroid lung. Here you will 
obtain very gratifying results from the persistent use of naphthalin 


2x. It will not, of course, clear up the lung, but it will control the 
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racking cough in a manner unequaled by any other drug with which 
I am acquainted. If your expectoration is sticky, tough, or ropy, 
think of naphthalin if your kali bichromicum, senega, or ammonia- 
cum fail you in a patient past middle life. In whooping cough it is 
regarded by many as a specifie, and it certainly greatly benefits a 
large proportion of cases.—Dr. F. F. Lairp, Hahn. Monthly. 


Enlarged Prostate.—The medicinal treatment of enlarged prostate 
is not very satisfactory. The use of ergot has been followed by 
good results. Its power to stimulate non-striated muscular fiber 
renders it as applicable here as in uterine myoma. It has alsoa 
beneficial action on the blood-vessels and walls of the bladder, les- 
sening congestion and improving the weakened muscles of the blad- 
der in atonied conditions. Langenbeck has used it for this purpose 
with success.— Med. Bulletin. 


Antipyrine Hypodermically.—It is not yet generally understood 
that antipyrine will, in many cases, relieve pain as satisfactorily as 
morphine used hypodermically. Prof. Lee believes that in many 
cases it is superior to morphine, Berdach of Vienna uses a 50 per 
cent. solution in distilled water, and has noticed no unpleasant 
results. In all kinds of local pain the agent is injected at the most 
painful spot. At first there is a local burning sensation, almost 
amounting to pain. This passes away immediately, and in a few 


seconds the pain is removed, and the relief is experienced for at 
least six hours. 


Erysipelas.—Dr. Hallopean says he has used the following method 
in hundreds of cases with cure within a week: A handkerchies 
folded two or three times is saturated with a 5 per cent. solution 
of salicylate of soda and applied to the face, and a piece of oil silk 
is placed over it to retard evaporation. Soon the tension and swell- 
ing of the face subside, and the eyelids resume their normal ap-

pearance. Besides this a calomel purgative, and quinine and salicy- 
late of soda are given alternately.— Med. Abstract. 


Treatment of Deafness of Old Age.—Sapolini, of Milan (Interna_ 
tional Congress of Otology, Brussels, September 10-14, 1888), des- 
cribes a method of his, which he states he has successfully employed 
in sixty-two cases of deafness of old age. It consists in mopping 
the membrana tympani with a weak vleaginous solution of phos- 
phorus. He claims that this treatment diminishes the opacity . of 
the membrane, increases the circulation, and improves the hearing.— 
Amer. Jour. of Sciences, Jan., 1889. 


On the Action and Dosage of Lobelia in Bronchitis.—Lobelia acts 
very quickly, and in dangerous bronchitis, with an overloaded heart, 
it does great things. The condition it helps is a desperate one (for 
which terebene in allopathic hands does deadly mischief), paralysis 
of the lungs is imminent, the bronchial tubes are loaded, and wheez- 
ing extends over every portion of both lungs; there is orthopneea, 
darkened color of face, almost livid, and deadly faintness. This is 
always my clue. First I give the strong acetic tincture, five drops 
every two or three hours, then less often, and the next day, when the 
storm has abated, the ix.—Dr. UssHEer, Homeopathic World. 


Some Eye Remedies.—Dr. Ussher also says: “In ordinary con- 
junctivitis with trachoma and corneal mischief, the choice lies be- 
tween belladonna, rhus toxicodendron, and conium. If there is 
great photophobia, rhus would have my preference, except in chil- 
dren, when conium in any potency, 1x to 200, acts magically. (You 
can have no better proof that the 2ooth is an entity than here, and, 


if I'had no other, I would feel quite certain that in twenty-four 
hours the spasmodically closed eyelids would relax.)” 


Night-Sweats.—Few practitioners appreciate the exceedingly great 


value of agaricin as a remedy in night sweats, especially those of 
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phthisis. The most profuse sweat is checked almost by magic, with 
a single dose. It operates by diminishing thirst and increasing the 
secretion of urine. The dose may be pushed to the extent of one 
grain in the course of twenty-four hours. The single dose for an 
adult is from one-eighth to one fourth of a grain.— Technics. 


Salt in Skin Diseases.—Piffard recommends a 5 to 25 per cent. 
salt bath for various skin diseases. He says that a 5 per 
cent. solution cleanses and deodorizes the skin much more 
thoroughly than soap. The skin becomes soft and smooth when 
the temperature is high (65° to 80°), and used for fifteen or twenty 
minutes. The writer has usedas per cent. solution, with good 
results, in sub-acute eczema, psoriasis, furunculosis, scrofulosis, and 
ulcerative syphilides.—Rundschau. 
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ELECTRICITY IN THE DISEASES OF WOMEN, WITH SPECIAL REFERENCE TO THE AP- 
PLICATION OF STRONG CURRENTS. By G. BETTON Massey, M.D. 12mo, pp. 
210. Philadelphia and London: F. A. Davis, 1889. 


In this carefully written book, the author details in a clear and 
concise manner the application ot the different electric currents for 
the relief of pelvic diseases in women. The method of treating uter- 
ine fibroids by currents of large quantity is still being actively dis- 
cussed by gynecologists, and many practitioners would gladly test 
the value of this procedure, were its steps completely elucidated by 
the writers on the subject. 

In the work before us, not only is the modern use of the powerful 
galvanic current treated, hut the use of Franklinism and the faradic 
current carefully dealt with, also the method of general faradization 
in its relation to gynecological practice. 


So many discoveries and improvements in electric therapeutics 
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older 
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have been made since the introduction of the Ampere-meter and the 
ability to measure accurately the quantity of current used, that the 
older text-books do not serve as reliable guides, and we welcome a 
work such as this of Dr. Massey’s as a light in the almost untrodden 
path. 

The entire text is practical and well illustrated by cuts, most of 
which are original with the author, and enough cases are narrated to 
show just what the actual results are in ptactice. 


HAND-BooK OF MATERIA, PHARMACY, AND THERAPEUTICS, Compiled for the 
Use of Students Preparing for Examination.
